1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been allowed because claim 1 recites a machine for dispensing flat objects 
having a dispensing slot at the side of a cabinet containing the plurality of objects. There 
is biasing means to push the plurality of objects toward the front of the cabinet. 
Specifically, there Is a drive helix having a helical feed groove so as to engage an edge 
of a lead carton of the flat objects and to urge it towards the front of the cabinet when 
the drive helix is rotated. There is an extractor to engage an edge of the lead carton to 
send it through the slot. Finally, there is a money accepting means and a control means 
to control the drive helix and the extractor. The structure in claim 1 and its 
interrelationship to each other and the handling of the object are not taught by the prior 
art.
